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Abstract. List of Ligurian Protura is created as a result of the study of authors’ collections 
and the collection of Natural History Museum in Genoa. Seventeen species belonging to 
the four Proturan families are recorded. 
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I. INTRODUCTION 


Liguria, a small country (5.421 km?) in the north-western part of Italy, is divided into four prov- 
inces: Imperia, Savona, Genova and La Spezia with the coastal part of Ligurian Sea and two moun- 
tain chains: the Alps and Appenines. Geologically it is a relatively recent territory since it assumed 
its actual morphology during the Tertiary period (cf. TORTONESE 1974). According to the studied 
taxa (VIGNA TAGLIANTI 1984) the biogeographic boundary between Alps and Apennines ranges 
from the western (Mt. Galero) and the central (Colle di Cadibona) part of the Savona province.

Remarks. One of these specimens, identified by NOSEK as Acerentomon fageticola RUSEK, 
1966 (cited in TORTI 1995), and some other similar specimens should be considered as A. italicum, 
having a and b sensilla shorter than average: this hypothesis seems to be maintained by the coexis- 
tence in the same localities of individuals showing a continuum of the length of b sensilla, ranging 
from the A. fageticola to the A italicum extremes, while we have not yet found sites where only 
“fageticola-type” specimens have been collected. Other diagnostic characters seem to be equally 
confused: e.g. the examination of the chaetotaxy (cf. NOSEK 1973; SZEPTYCKI 1980) of a single 
specimen gives for different urosternites and urotergites contradictory results (some belonging to 
the “fageticola-type”, some to the “italicum-type” and others being different from both).

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HI. CONCLUSIONS 


According to the analysis of the material examined we were able to create a database containing 
data of about 1815 specimens of 17 species collected in Liguria and belonging to the families Hes- 
perentomidae (1), Protentomidae (1), Acerentomidae (12) and Eosentomidae (3). At the genus 
level, the Ligurian Protura reveal three chorological categories: Cosmopolitan (Protentomon, Acer- 
entulus, Gracilentulus and Eosentomon), Western Palearctic (Acerentomon and Acerella) and 
European (Jonescuellum). At the species level, (according to VIGNA TAGLIANTI et al. 1992), it is 
possible to outline the following types of distribution: two species are Sub-Cosmopolitan (Aceren- 
tulus confinis and Gracilentulus gracilis), two Western Palearctic (Eosentomon delicatum and E. 
transitorium), two Italian endemic (Protentomon berlesei and Acerentomon italicum), one Mediter- 
ranean (Acerella tiarnea) and the remained 10 can be defined European (s.1.). 


Species belonging to genus Acerentomon were most abundant in the collections. The presence 
of Acerentomon affine was confirmed for Italy (solving a doubt expressed by SZEPTYCKI 2007), and 
occurs in the four Ligurian provinces. A. microrhinus appears to be abundant in the Italian countries 
bordering Liguria (unpublished data). A. doderoi is quite common in the central part of the country, 
being distributed in the Savona province and in some localities in the Genoa. A. gallicum cited in 
West and Central Europe (SZEPTYCKI 2007) seems to have his Italian southern range limit corre- 
sponding to the Western part of the Savona province, and most likely is vicarious between doderoi 
and italicum. Finally, A. maius seems to reach its peak of distribution in the provinces of Savona and 
Genoa. 
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
